of production management 
and the defense emergency council 
has asked river carriers' organiza- 
tions In the Ohio and Mississippi 
Valleys to make a voluntary sur- 
vey of all available floating equip- 
ment. 


"The proposition is on the fire," 
was the comment of Capt. O'Slack 
Barrett, president of the Missis- 
sippi River System Carriers' As- 
sociation. "The only question Is 
availability of floating plant. If 
the boatyards can get priority on 
steel and other materials, they will 
build more barges and towboats 
as long as there's neew." 
Yards all along the 
Ohio are 


building tank barges, some In pre- 


fabricated 
for assembly 
on the 


west coast, as fast as they can get 
material, and terminal facilities 
are being expanded at some points, 
Barrett aald. 


As outlined at present, the pro- 
gram would call into being a vast 
fleet of oil tows, some operating 
through 
the 
intercoastal 
canal 


from 
the 
refineries 
at 
Baton 


Rouge, La., up the Mississippi and 
Ohio to some point In the Pitta- 
burgh area. 


One possibility discussed Is put- 


ting terminals up the Monogahela 
River, which with the Allegheny 
forma the 
Ohio 
at Pittsburgh. 


Some river men believe, however, 
it would be better to stop the tows 
at Wheeling, W. Va., and Steuben- 
vllle, Ohio, so as not to congest 
further the Pittsburgh 
district. 
The Monogahela, tapping the West 
Virginia coal fields, has the heav- 
iest traffic density of any river In 
the world. 


At the terminals the oil would 
be pumped into storage tanks and 
then into railroad tank cars, trucks 
or into present or new pipelines 
crossing the mountains. There is 
one crude oil line with a capacity 
of 17,000 barrels a day running 
east from Ohio to near 'Lancaster,

appropriation bill—a $16,888,380 bi- 
ennial allotment for rural school 
aid. 


Adoption of conference commit- 


tee reports by the two groups sent 
the bill to the governor and left 
relatively few unfinished Items of 
business. 


The annual 
allocations 
under 


the rural aid authorizations were 
$4,350.000 for salary aid, $3,039,020 
for transportation, 
high school tuition 
for administration. 


With much of its "must" legis- 


lation off the books, the legislators 
levelled down to a bitter adjourn- 
ment-recess snarl.

Lyndon Johnson For Senator 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


The special election for filling the office 


left vacant by the death of Texas' great Sen- 
ator, Morris Sheppard, has produced a long 
•]ist of cnadidates. This 
is understandable, 


since the office is a highly honorable one, ap- 
pealing to the instinct for public service as 
well as to personal ambition. With the final 
stage of the campaign approaching, it is ob- 
vious that the voters of Texas have wide scope 
for choice among many able men, any of 
whom might fill the office with honesty and 
integrity. Yet it must also be obvious that 
among the many who ' might 
serve 
without 


blame or stain, the voters have the obligation 
of choosing one who will serve also with ef- 
fectiveness and to the increase of the high 
prestige Texas has enjoyed in the national 
Congress, due to the services of Senator Con- 
nally, the late Senator Sheppard and its House 
delegation. 


After considering carefully all the points 


of issue in the present campaign, The Star- 
Telegram believes that the right man for the 
job is Lyndon Johnson, now serving his third 
term in the House of Representatives, who is 
one of the candidates recognized as leading 
the race at the present moment. 


Mr. Johnson shares with several other can- 


didates the advantage of relative youth, a win- 
ning personality, and a remarkable measure 
of political success achieved within a compar- 
atively short time. If the thoughtful voter in 
Texas stopped with thfise considerations, there 
would be indeed little reason why any one of 
perhaps four leading 
candidates 
should be 


chosen above the other three. But the thought- 
ful Texas voter—in these times above all— 
should inquire further into the individual can- 
didacies which are put before him. For, 
as 


high as we hold Texas' own particular inter- 
ests, there are interests at this time which 
svery patrotic Texan holds still higher. These 
are the interests of the Nation, threatened by 
Axis aggression—interests which are to be 
served by upholding the hands of the Presi- 
dent whom we, as American voters, have put 
in charge of the Government at Washington. 
When consideration is directed along this line, 
it seems to us the best choice possible for Sen- 
ator from Texas is Mr. Johnson, whose elec- 
tion would be hailed at the National Capital 
as strengthening the hands of President Roose- 
velt and testifying to the existence in Texas 
of that spirit of loyal co-operation which in 
this national emergency is demanded of every 
American who desires the security of our land 
and its free institutions . 


In asserting our belief that Mr. Johnson's 


election would do the greatest credit to Texas 
at this timif, we do not intend, nor do we be- 
lieve we can be fairly charged with, any as- 
persions upon the character or ability of anjf 
other candidate. So far as we know, or .wish 
to know, they are all good men and true, will- 
ing and eager to serve to the best 
of their 


ability in the causes which Americans regard 
as of greatest importance at this time. But cir- 
cumstances affect a man's ability, and we be- 
lieve that it is Mr. Johnson's go,od fortune to 
be so situated that he can render the most ef- 
fective service to his constituents in Texas. 
This is no reflection upon any of the 
other 


candidates; any many elected would do his 
best. The point is simply that Mr. Johnson's 
best, because of his ability and the high re- 
gard' in which he is held by the Administration 
at Washington, would be better than that of 
any other man we might send to Washington 
on June 28. 


Mr. Johnson, comparatively a 
newcomer 


in Congress, developed early into one of the 
leaders on Capitol Hill. His 
soundness and 


marked ability, demonstrated on the floor and 
in the committee rooms of Congress, brought 


, him into increasing confidence and collabora- 
tion with the men who get things 
done 
at 


Washington, in Congress and in the Adminis- 
tion. Such a position is of extreme value to a 
man's ability to serve the Nation; and it does 
not hurt his ability to serve his own State in 
its special concerns, 


Mr. Johnson's experience in the national 


service has been of great length and in in- 
timate association with the principal figures 
in our national life. Beginning as secretary to 
Texas' dynamic Representative Dick Kleberg, 
Mr. Johnson's abilities came to the attention 
of the White House and President Roosevelt 
appointed him state director of National Youth 
Administration work in Texas. Under his care, 
the Texas NYA became a model for the Na- 


tion, aiding thousands of deserving young Tex- 
ans to obtain an education. Elected to Con- 
gress in 1937 to succeed Representative Buch- 
anan, Mr. Johnson's experience plus his rela- 
tions with the Administration, instantly made 
him one of the leaders of Congress. Re-elected 
in 1988 and 1940, Mr. Johnson took a vital 
part in the national rural electrification pro- 
gram. In 1939 the President offered Mr. John- 
son the post of national director of the Feder- 
al Rural Electrification Administration, in rec- 
ognition of his work which included the es- 
tablishment of the largest REA project in his 
home State. 


In addition to these facts of Mr. John- 


son's record, his candidacy is further recom- 
mented by his advocacy of retention of the 
oil production depletion allowance 
and 
the 


community return feature of the federal in- 
come tax. Oil is the principal factor in Texas' 
economic wellbeing, employing directly more 
than 225,000 persons and paying more than 
55 per cent of our state taxes besides bring- 
ing millions in rentals and royalty payments to 
Texas farmers and ranchers. The opportunity 
to place in the Senate a man who realizes the 
importance of Texas' oil and who 
has 
the 


ability and prestige to get things done on be- 
half of our oil industry, is one that Texas can 
not afford to overlook. Similarly, the commu- 
nity return feature of the income tax, is of 
vital importance to Texas people conforming:

JOE LOUIS RALLIED IN THIR- 


TEENTH TO BLAST LIGHT- 


ER OPPONENT

NEW YORK, June 19.— 


(/P)—For 
fleeting, 
golden 


moments last night, Billy 
Conn of Pittsburgh held the 
heavyweight 
championship 


of 
the 
world within his 


grasp. 


Then Billy gambled, tried 


to match punches with Joe Louis, 
and the big negro snapped out of 
His strange lethargy and knocked 
Conn kicking in th« 13th round 
before a 
thrilled crowd *t 
the 


Polo Grounds. 


Conn, the 174-pound gamester, 


was well in front when the end 
came, suddenly and unexpectedly. 
Louie, drawn too fin« in his train- 
ing, had looked a slow, sullen de- 
fender of the crown. Conn had 
danced around him for half the 
distance, tied him up in the clinch- 
es, then had come on to fllap the 
Bomber's teeth out. 


At th« end of the llth round 


the Pittsburgh wonder boy had 
spread hiB mouth wide in a grin 
as he returned to his corner and 
waved triumphantly to the gallery 
stretching far back Into the dark 
stands. He thought he WHS "in," 
am1 so did an amazed audience. 


.'n the twelfth round, the slim 


handsome challenger sent 
Louis 


reeling against the ropes with a 
vJoious 
two-fJstcd 
attack. 
Louis 


looked slow, unable to take adcant- 
age of the targets offered him. More 
than 55,000 electrified fans in the 
big ball yard were only waiting, 
tensed, for the final bell of the 
fight and the announcement that 
tho "winnah and new champion" 
was Binny Conn. 


Then the 
13th 
round 
began. 


Louis came out, looking worried, 
and Conn rushed to meet him. 
From 
the 
challenger'! 
corner 


blurted the warning cry: 
"Move 


around," as It had 
come 
from 


Conn's manager, Johnny Ray, from 
the 
opening bell on. But Billy 


was heedless. He went tearing to 
meet Louis. 


A left hook caught Blllle along- 


side the head and staggered him. 
He fell Into a clinch. Louis, finally 
aroused, poured everything he had 
into 
the 
boy from 
Pittsburgh. 


Five consecutive 
right 
landed 


flush 
on Conn's jaw 
before he 


finally 
crumpled to the canvas. 


Ho was down, still trying to strug- 
gle to his knees, when the count 
of 10 came and Referee Eddie Jo- 
sephs signalled that 
It was all 


over.

Doesn't Know Yet. 
Asked how a ration card sys- 


tem would work, Ickes laid: "I 
don't know myself yet." 


Ickcs, addressing an emergency 


conference of about 800 petroleum 
executives, 
said 
the 
immediate 


purpose was finding a way to 
case the predicted oil scarclfy in 
the populous east. 


Asked by reporters about prior- 


ities on materials 
for oil 
field 


operations, 
Ickes 
interposed a 
statement that "Illinois has been 
wasting 
its 
oil at a criminal 


rate." 
"The question arises," the co- 


ordinator 
said, 
"whether 
wo 


should not prefer (in the matter 
of material priorities) a field that 
practices conservation." 


He added, however, that he had 


been 
informed that the Illinois 


legislature had 
virtually 
agreed 


on a petroleum conservation pro- 
gram. 


The coordinator announced that 


five regional 
offices, under 
the 


defense 
coordination 
program, 


would be established in oil pro- 
ducing states. He told newsmen 
no definite locations 
had 
been 


selected, but the offices would be 
situated where they would be of 
greatest convenience to the indus- 
try, and he indicated each would 
be manned by a regional director 
and a small staff. 


Asked if an office would be set 


up to "protect" the oil consuming 
public 
during 
the 
emergency, 


Ickes replied; "I represent 
the 


consuming public." 


The coordinator expressed doubt 


that the prospective shortage in 
the east could be greatly relieved 
by restoring to movement from 
the producing areas by railroad 
tank cars. In a matter of con- 
structing 
pipelines 
from 
the 


Southwest or other supply points 
to the east, he said "we can't 
jnovn 
until 
-we 
get 
that 
law" 


which would grant the power of 
eminent 
domain 
in 
acquiring 


pipeline rights of way. 


The oil men 
were 
challenged 


also to put forward plans "to fur- 
ther the 
effective 
utilization of 


our petroleum resources in the na- 
tional emergency." 
"You and I must unite in thii 
great effort," the co-ordinator de- 
clared. "Our very national exist- 
ence may be at stake; the right 
of an industry such as yours to 
function in the American way is 
threatened—threatened 
not 
by 


your government but by totalita- 
rian powers 
that 
have 
already 


stamped their ruthless way across 
the prostrate democracies of con- 
tinental Europe. 
Ickes invited "all who believed 
they 
can 
contribute 
anything 


worthwhile" to attend the confer- 
ence. He had stated several times 
that restrictions on pleasure use 
of automobiles along the eastern 
seaboard seemed "inevitable." 
Ickes explained that Jn recent 


months shipping losses of Britain 
had "made it necessary 
to take 


tankers from their normal route 
between Texas and Louisiana and 
the Atlantic coast area," for trans- 
fer to England, 
This, he uaid, 


had precipitated the transportation 
problem that threatens a serious 
oil shortage in the East. 


"It is anticipated," he said, "that 


the solution of most of our prob-| 
lems will be secured by all parties i 
becoming informed and then work-, 
ing out an agreement to which all'. 
parties adhere on the basis of their! 
honor and because of an urge to 
help defend their country."
